Hello Antenna Gurus...Two Questions! 


1. What is the best way to do long runs of 450 open wire or 300 ohm 
twinlead...My radio is aproximately 300' from the base of my ant. If I 
buried open wire/twinlead in PVC, would this have an effect on it's 
performance or should I keep it overhead and live with the lightening 
risks. I prefer NOT using losey coax - (yes hardline would work but 
can't afford 300'!!) Also I prefer to use a tuner in the shack since I 
mainly want to experiment with different wire antennas (160m-20m). 
Remotely tuning an antenna is possible but a pain! 


2. What's "good" lighting protection? (Yes, this was a recent thread & I 
learn alot but still have a few Qs)... more specifically, If I have 
serveral 8' ground rods at the base of my antenna (a 70' tree) where the 
feedline will go under ground (or maybe overhead) for 300' to the radio 
shack, and at the shack end I also will have a similar ground, and I'll 
have a grounding plate feed through system into the shack so I can 
disconnect from the antennas when not in use, (Here's the question) 
Should all of these 'grounds' be tied together with the AC mains ground 
or seperate? Please for give me ignorance... I probably should get ahold 
of ARRL hand book and read the chapter on Lightining Protection.

KI6DS and I have been discussing/lobbying this issue for about 2 years now, 
and, as a former Section Manager, I've been in a position to see namy sides of 
this issue. Here are a few observations: 


* QRP is, of course, only one aspect of Amateur Radio; the ARRL's goal is to 
represent and serve ham radio as a whole - not simply individual interests. We 
need to take our place in line, and show some patience in this issue. 


* Do NOT go to the ARRL with the attitude "Gimme an award or I won't joint the 
League!". The ARRL administers dozens of programs, including public service, 
education, and scholarships. If you're thinking about ARRL membership solely 
for some wallpaper, then perhaps you need to re-examine your reasons for being 
a him in the first place... 


* The current DXCC program is now over 50 years old, and just about ready to 
collapse under ist own weight. Are we really sure we want to force this issue, 
without knowing whether the current program will even survive? 


*x Frankly, I am completely UNDERWHELMED by most Dxers I've met - they have a 
certain reputation for attitude. Right now, the biggest argument against a 
QRP/DXCC award is that the ARRL cannot verify our power levels - in spite of 
the history that their own Dxers have made (and just where are all those 5k 
and 8k amplifiers being run, anyway?). The bottom line is, because it is so 
easy for us to simply turn up the drive, we HAVE to do it cleaner, do it 
better, and do it more nicely than the average Dxer - with or without the 
award, we have to set the example, rather than following their lead.

Some time ago someone asked about the solar panels available from 
BOAT/U.S. (800-937-2628) Well I finally got up to the warehouse to check 


them out. Here is sort of a mini-review.

220360-10 22 15.6 ? 16"x51"x3/8" 258.95 


The 220340 seems a bit cheap and "plasticky" probably not bad if you used 
it inside the car or on nice days. Definitely not to be left outside. 


The 220361 is the one I bought, rigid aluminum frame, and long leads, no 
blocking diode is supplied and when I tossed it out in the sun I read 
about 24V across it. (no load other then the meter) The other thing is 
that the catalog says "Made int he USA" but mine is stickered as "Made in 
Mexico", NAFTA? 


Of the next three I only saw the smaller one, it looks about like a car 
sun visor. These are the "flexible" variety, they are about as 

flexible as a piece of poster board. This is pretty amazing for a 

solar panel. I got to bend it and was very impressed. It's shown in 

the catalog tied to the furled sail on a boat. The back is covered with a 
vinyl type of "skin" sewn around the edges and has four metal grommets to 
fasten it. The front is covered with something like those blue plastic 
tarps that are sold to cover wood piles and such, except that this is 
translucent. 


So I guess I'm now looking for a charging circuit and will reply to 
questions in private email to keep the list volume down. And I can't wait 
to try out the 12V drip coffee make I got while I was there...

Gang, 


The basic high level concepts of applying DSP to radio is treated quite 
well in the Sabin and Schoenike book, "Single Sideband Systems and 
Circuits", McGraw Hill. I have a copy of the 1987 edition, but the latest 
version is 9/95. Amazon Books lists it as currently backordered with a 
3-5 week delivery schedule. The theory of image rejection mixers, filters, 
etc. are covered at a high level and the math isn't too rigorous. However, 
the authors do warn that further detailed information is required in order 
to realize a working system. The chapter on DSP discusses how DSP would 
function in a radio without putting the reader to sleep. I would recommend 
the book to those wishing to understand the tradeoffs involved in radio 
design, even if it doesn't provide cookbook recipes for rolling your own 


rig. 


The Stearns book, "Digital Signal Analysis", Prentice Hall, is a good 
place to start for DSP newbies, but a good grasp of calculus is required. 
There are several appendices that list programs (in Fortran) which can be 
used to develop digital filters. After converting them to C, I used them 
to develop IIR filter coefficients. Note: you can even do this with a 
scientific hand calculator! 


Although I have no personal experience with it, there is a 
reduced-cost, student version of Matlab that can develop FIR and IIR 
filter coefficients. It sells for around $100. There are also a number of 
tutorial books available from independent authors. 


There is alot of DSP stuff out there these days. Implementing the 
Signal processing algorithms can be as straightforward as writing assembly 
code for popular microcontrollers, but developing the actual algorithms 
requires a firm grasp of engineering mathematics.

Great care seems to have been taken NOT to have ambiguity in the 
manual. For example: when describing how to place the diodes Dave 
shows the schematic symbol, then both how the board is marked and 
how the part will look on the board.

Bad presumpton, and this is the crux of the discussion. 
You see with a rig like the 38 S, which is not a single 
signal reciver, you'll get a nice "note" on either side 
of his carrier right? So if your TX has an offset of 
-750 Hz you must tune to the high side for a 750hz 
note. Then when you transmit you'll be transmitting 
750Hz down and be on his frequency. BUT, what if you 
tuned to the lower side of his carrier for a 750Hz 


note? Now your TX freq (still -750 Hz) is now 1500Hz 
away! Your not zero beat to his freq and could be too 
far away for him to hear you at all. 


>When you transmit, you'll be transmitting on his z-b 
>freq. No matter which "side" he's tuned to, he's tuned 
>to get the proper tone from someone sending on the z-b 
>freq. So he'll hear you. 


This is true, only if your ZB to his freq. 

In your followup post you mentioned your rig having a CW position 
switch, and yes, The rig is set up to run as is.

Gang, 


I think we have a simple case of mis-communication! In a superhet 
transceiver (such as the N38S), the receive frequency is the same 

as the transmit frequency. The bfo frequency is shifted from the i.f. 
by a fixed amount (+ / - 600 Hz, or so) to provide an audio frequency 
output from the product (or diode) detector. There are no "“sidebands 
associated with a cw transmission (there is a little more bandwidth 

used due to the keying of the carrier). The critical thing to remember 
is that with a receiver that allows you to hear two beat notes from an 
incoming signal, you need to tune to the preferred (or design) beat note 
to put your transceiver on the same frequency as an incoming signal. 
With a receiver that has a narrow i.f. filter, you normally only hear one 
beat note, so there is no confusion.

One can achieve wider bandwidth 
and better efficiency with a dipole simply by varying the length of 
the ladder-line to feed at a current maximum point. On 75m, adding or 
subtracting 4 f£t sections of ladder-line allows me to cover 3.7-4 MHz 
with my dipole with an efficiency higher and a bandwidth wider than a 
bazooka.

MOST of our modern rigs are transceivers and they are also SSB rigs. Most 
are set to read the frequency that is the supressed carrier frequency when 
operating SSB. In CW this is the receive frequency at which we will hear a 
(usually) 750 Hz tone and the transmitter is offset by 750 Hz when 
transmitting so the other station will also hear a 750 Hz tone without 
tuning. Some rigs show the transmitting frequency when the key is closed 
others continue to show the receive frequency. Some even show the frequency 
on which you will transmitt when you are receiving. It doesn't matter as 
long as you know WHAT your rig displays.

I read the same thing in the instruction and I don't know what they mean. 
They should define EXTREME. BUT IT'S NOT MAXIMUM Z. Maximum Z would be far 
away from antenna resonance. I think that they really mean minimum Z as this 
would be antenna resonance. Resonance is always the antenna's resistive 
component when the reactance is zero and will be minimum Z at resonance but 
not necessarily 50 ohms. Your minimum 2:1 SWR sounds about right as most 
Hustlers and BugCatchers will not go much lower on 160-80-40 without some 
additional matching at the base. You can use a capacitor to ground (variable 


or experment with fixed) about 200 pf +/- for 40m or a tapped inductor (use 
your Master Mobile Z Match) start with the tap about 1/3 up from ground or 
just use a tuner at the base to change the 2:1 to 1:1. 


> Should the desired Z be 50 to give a 1:1 SWR? 

Yes--the Autek is set for a 50 ohm system. 

There is a caution. You can read a Z of 50 ohms and not have an SWR of 1:1 
if the Z is more reactive (C or L) than resistive. Here is a good way to 
check if you are really at antenna resonance. Measure the Z and divide it by 
50 ohms or 50/Z if Z is below 50 ohms to get the SWR then measure the SWR 
with the Autek if they are the same you are at antenna resonance if not then 
you have reactance (not resonant) 

>

There was a writeup in QEX last year about creating low, 
high and bandpass filters with DSP. The author used 
Fourier Series methods with various window functions and 
fed the results to a TI DSP evaluation board that has the 
chip and supporting goodies, including ADC and DAC chips. 


No, I don't have the reference handy (anybody?), but a bit 
of snooping will produce numerous pointers. Try sniffing 
around the web sites of people who play with DSP, like TI, 
Analog Devices, Motorola, TAPR, etc. etc. etc. 


DSP programming per se can be childishly simple (repeatedly 
multiplying samples by coefficients and adding in other samples), 
but there are subtleties in generating those coefficients, 

and, like all things, it's not magic: you have to understand 

the capabilities of what you're using (often extraordinary), 

as well as the limitations (frequently maddening). In return 

you get stable, well-defined performance. 


Summary: a feast of information is out there. Dig in!

FIR design program from FORTRAN into C. I have used it to design several 
FIR filters, primarily bandpass for CW of course.
